of the Spanish answers to Minister 
Cushing, Mr. Gullon’s apparent office 
being that of an assistant minister of 
state. 
As minister of the colonies, it is be­ 
lieved Senor Moret will take a leading 
part in the coming Cuban negotiations. 
He is well known here, having been 
m inister of state of the col nies and 
also of finance. 
W hile Moret was in 
the cabinet during the previous Cuban 
rebellion, his business associate, Senor 
Azcarraga, came to this country as an 
envoy to effect a settlement with the 
Cubans by granting them a measure of 
autonomy.

Robert, sent a commissioner to treat 
with the insurgent president.

commissioner, Senor >enea, appears to 
have been indiscreet in his negotiations.
